Ames,  Iowa,  Regional  Swine  Breeding  Laboratory. — Dr.  W.  A.  Craft,  in  charge,  care  Iowa 
State  College,  Regional  research  laboratory  for  the  improvement  of  swine  through  the 
application  of  breeding  methods  and  to  coordinate  such  studies  among  the  cooperating  State 
Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  of  Iowa,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kansas,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Missouri,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Oklahoma,  South  Dakota,  and  Wisconsin. 

Beltsville,  Md.,  Animal  Husbandry  Experiment  Station. — Dr.  T.  C.  Byerly,  in  charge.  This 
station,  located  near  Beltsville,  13  miles  northeast  of  the  Department  and  1 mile  east  of 
the  Washington-Baltimore  Boulevard,  contains  approximately  4,737  acres  and  is  a part  of  the 
Beltsville  Research  Center.  It  is  equipped  with  laboratory  and  other  specialized  facilities 
for  conducting  intensive  animal-husbandry  investigations  with  beef  and  dual-purpose  cattle, 
swine,  goats,  poultry,  horses,  meat,  fur  animal  fibers,  angora  rabbits,  and  other  products. 

Bozeman,  Mont. — Dr.  Richard  T.  Clark,  in  charge,  RMA  beef  cattle  breeding  project, 
“Identification  and  Propagation  of  Genetically  Superior  Lines  of  Beef  Cattle,”  to  coordinate 
such  studies  among  the  cooperating  State  agricultural  experiment  stations  of  Arizona, 
Arkansas,  California,  Colorado,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Montana,  Nebraska,  New  Mexico,  North 
Carolina,  Oregon,  South  Dakota,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Utah,  Virginia,  and  Washington. 

Brooksville,  Fla.,  Chinsegut  Hill  Sanctuary. — ^William  Jackson  in  charge.  This  station  com- 
prises 2,033  acres,  donated  by  Col.  and  Mrs.  Raymond  Robins.  Experiments  are  conducted 
on  breeding  and  grazing  beef  and  dual-purpose  cattle,  poultry,  and  other  livestock.  Cooper- 
ation is  maintained  with  the  Florida  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  other  bureaus 
of  this  Department. 

Dubois,  Idaho,  Sheep  Experiment  Station  and  Western  Sheep  Breeding  Laboratory. — Julius  E. 
Nordby,  in  charge.  This  station  comprises  49,284.6  acres;  28,363  acres  in  Idaho  having  been 
withdrawn  from  public  domain  by  the  President  on  October  30,  1915,  and  November  21, 
1916;  159  acres  withdrawn  by  Public  Land  Order,  Nov.  6,  1946;  16,650  acres  in  Montana 
withdrawn  by  Executive  order  December  19,  1922;  and  4,112.6  acres  purchased  during  the 
fiscal  years  1940  to  1943,  inclusive.  The  Sheep  Experiment  Station  conducts  experiments 
on  the  production  of  sheep  under  range  conditions.  The  Western  Sheep  Breeding  Labora- 
tory is  a regional  research  laboratory  for  the  improvement  of  sheep  for  western  ranges 
through  the  application  of  breeding  methods,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Agricultural 
Experiment  Stations  of  Arizona,  California,  Colorado,  Idaho,  Montana,  Nevada,  New  Mexico, 
Oregon,  Texas,  Utah,  Washington,  and  Wyoming. 

East  Lansing,  Mich.,  Regional  Poultry  Research  Laboratory  (Pathological  Division  cooperating) . 
— Berley  Winton,  in  charge.  This  station  comprises  50  acres,  donated  by  the  Michigan 
State  College  in  1938.  Regional  research  laboratory  for  the  improvement  of  viability  in 
poultry,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  agricultural  experiment  stations  of  Connecticut, 
Delaware,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minne- 
sota, Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North  Dakpta,  Ohio, 
Oklahoma,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  South  Dakota,  Vermont,  West  Virginia,  and 
Wisconsin. 

Fontana,  Calif.,  U.  S.  Rabbit  Experiment  Station  (Pathological  and  Zoological  Divisions  coop- 
erating) .—George  S.  Templeton,  Director.  This  station  comprises  5 acres.  The  purpose 
of  the  station  is  to  study  the  breeding,  feeding,  housing,  management,  and  diseases  in  order 
to  produce  domestic  rabbits  for  meat  and  fur  at  the  most  economical  price.  About  4,000 
rabbits  are  on  experiment  throughout  the  year. 

Fort  Reno,  Okla.,  Beef  Cattle  Research  Station. — D.  F.  Stephens,  in  charge.  This  station, 
formerly  the  Fort  Reno  Remount  Station,  comprises  8,600  acres,  and  has  but  recently  been 
added  to  the  Division’s  field  stations.  It  will  be  used  for  beef  cattle  breeding,  feeding,  and 
range-management  investigations,  in  cooperation  with  the  Oklahoma  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station. 

Fort  Robinson,  Nebr.,  Beef  Cattle  Research  Station. — Russell  L.  Davis,  in  charge.  This  station, 
formerly  the  Fort  Robinson  Remount  Station,  comprises  21,400  acres.  The  purpose  of  the 
station  is  to  study  beef  cattle  breeding  and  management  problems  under  the  range  condi- 
tions of  the  region.  The  investigations  are  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Nebraska 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

Fort  Wingate,  N.  Mex.,  Southwestern  Range  and  Sheep  Breeding  Laboratory- — J.  O,  Grandstaff, 
in  charge.  Sheep-breeding  investigations,  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs, 
Department  of  the  Interior,  for  the  purpose  of  developing  strains  of  sheep  adapted  to  the 
handicraft  requirements  of  the  Navajo  Indians  and  to  the  ecological  conditions  of  the 
Southwest. 

Front  Royal,  Va.,  Beef  Cattle  Research  Station. — , in  charge.  This  station 

comprises  4,600  acres  and  was  formerly  the  Aleshire  Remount  Station.  It  is  devoted  to 
the  study  of  beef  cattle  breeding,  feeding,  and  management  problems  under  eastern  farm 
conditions,  in  cooperation  with  the  Virginia  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

Glendale,  Ariz.,  Southwest  Poultry  Experiment  Station. — Burt  W.  Heywang,  in  charge.  This 
station  contains  20  acres  of  land,  10  acres  of  which  were  donated  by  the  town  of  Glendale 
in  1921  and  10  acres  purchased  by  the  Department  in  1933.  Experiments  are  conducted  in 
the  feeding  of  poultry  under  southwestern  conditions. 

Jeanerette,  La.,  Iberia  Livestock  Experiment  Farm. — Alfred  L.  Baker,  in  charge.  This  farm 
contains  1,176  acres  of  land  held  conditionally  by  the  Department.  Experiments  relating 
to  livestock,  dairying,  and  forage  production  are  conducted  by  the  Bureaus  of  Animal 
Industry,  Dairy  Industry,  and  Plant  Industry,  Soils,  and  Agricultural  Engineering. 

LaFayette,  Ind. — Dr.  Don  C.  Warren,  in  charge,  RMA  poultry  breeding  project,  “Hybridization 
for  the  Improvement  of  Economic  Qualities  of  Poultry,”  to  coordinate  such  studies  among 
the  cooperating  State  agricultural  experiment  stations  of  Arkansas,  California,  Colorado, 
Georgia,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Louisiana,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Nebraska, 
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North  Carolina,  North  Dakota,  Oklahoma,  Oregon,  South  Carolina,  South  Dakota,  Tennessee, 
Texas,  Utah,  Virginia,  Washington,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming. 

Middlebury,  Vt.,  Morgan  Horse  Farm. — Earl  B.  Krantz,  in  charge.  The  farm  comprises  987 
acres,  435  of  which  were  donated  by  Joseph  Battell,  February  1,  1907,  and  552  acres  were 
purchased  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  4,  1917.  The  premises  are  used  for  animal 
feeding  and  breeding  investigations,  with  horses  and  sheep. 

Miles  City,  Mont.,  Range  Livestock  Experiment  Station. — J.  R.  Quesenberry,  in  charge.  This 
station  comprises  56,300  acres  acquired  by  act  of  Congress  of  April  15,  1924,  transferring 
the  Fort  Keogh  Military  Reservation  to  this  Department.  Experimental  investigations,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Montana  Experiment  Station,  are  conducted  under  range  conditions 
with  livestock  and  the  production  of  crops  in  connection  therewith. 

Petersburg,  Alaska,  Alaska  Experimental  Fur  Section  (Pathological  Division  cooperating). — 
James  R.  Leekley,  in  charge.  This  station  conducts  investigations  on  fur  animals  on  feed- 
ing, breeding,  management,  housing,  and  diseases  in  foxes,  minks,  and  martens,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  University  of  Alaska. 

Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  U.  S.  Fur  Animal  Experiment  Station. — Charles  F.  Bassett,  in  charge. 
This  station  is  about  3 miles  northwest  of  Saratoga  Springs,  on  New  York  highway  9K. 
It  comprises  16  acres  and  has  substantial  building,  housing,  office,  laboratory,  and  cold- 
storage  facilities.  The  fur-farming  problems  of  housing,  feeding,  and  breeding  are  under 
investigation  with  foxes,  minks,  and  martens.
